Morse Amendment 

Sen. Wayne Morse (D-Ore.) 
introduced and spoke on the 
first of several amendments 
he has drawn up. It would give 
countries that do not main- 
tain a military establishment 
greater than their own econ- 
omies can sustain. 

As it is now, Morse told the 
Senate, the United States is 
building up the capacity of na- 
tions such as India and Paki- 
stan and Greece and Turkey to 


fight each other, while getting 
nothing “of the slightest value : 
to us in the event of a war 
with Russia.” 

In addition to Morse’s 
amendments, the Administra- 
tion will have to cope with the 
formidable rider backed by the 
Minority Leader, Sen. Everett 
M. Dirksen (111.), to overturn 
the Supreme Court’s one-man 
one-vote ruling on apportion- 
ment of state legislatures. 

Sen. George McGovern 
(D-S.D.) called for a confer- 
ence of. the involved nations 
to seek a political settlement 
in Southeast Asia, lest an in- 
definite continuance of the 
fighting in' South Vlet-Nam 
lead either to defeat or en- 
tanglement in a major war. 
His proposal was endorse by 
Sen. Gaylord Nelson (D-Wis.). 
Both had voted for the resolu- 
tion.
